IN TOTAL DARKNESS. 


Lost for Three Days in an Underground 
Labyrinth in Africa. 

The city of Pretoria, capital of the Trans- 
vaal, South Africa, is located in a most 
beautiful spot. It stands in a valley be- 
tween two ranges of mountains clothed 
with rich, dark verdure all the, round, 
vines loaded with ripening grapes, monthly 
roses and pomegranates formimg a blaze of 
f bloom amidst the flood of sunshine shim- 
mering like golden water. Under these 
mountain ranges are vast caverns, only a 
few of which have been entered, and these 
only partly explored. 

These caves are the origmal Haggard’s 
cavesofthe Amahaaga, in which the won- 
derful ‘‘She” dwelt and ruled. Right under 


ravines runs a clear sparkling river of wa- 
ter. The source of this river, which fur- 
nishes the water supply for this city, has 
méver been discovered. A curious fact is 
that its waters are highest during the dry 
season. This points to the theory that it is 
fed by rain, and that these rains do not 
reach the river until about four or five 
months after théy fall. 

This fiver is inhabited by fish and a 
strange kind of crabs and lobsters, all of 
which have no eyes. This species of aquatic 
animals having been bred in and inhabited 
this dark Stygian stream for thousands of 
years, have never had any use for eyes, 
and so, after many generations, that organ 
had entirely disappeared from their struct- 
ure. 

Some friends of mine, two ladies and 
three gentlemen, went on an exploring ex- 
pedition through this cavern, got lost in its 
maze and were three days before they found 
their way back to the outer world, writes @ 
correspondent of the Omaha Bee. Mr. 
Saunders, of the American Consulate at 
Cape May, thus relates their experience 
while in the bowels of the earth:

We got through the 
entrance, which is very narrow, with diff- 
culty.

Proceeding we 
found on each side of the main passage 
numerous sideways and alleys apparently 
hewn out of the solid rock. 

**All around there were evidences of the 
caves being inhabited by swarms of bats 
which constantly kept flying ih our faces. 
Pursuing our way for a considerable time, 
we came to a spot where the roof of the 
concern, hitherto lofty, slanted down, grad- 
ually becoming lower and lower until we 
were unable to walk erect. Finally we 
came to where the floor was on an inclined 
plane and got more head-room. We then 
descended a steep hill, at the foot of which 
was adead wall which completely barred 
further progress ia that direction, On the 
right hand a narrow passage presented it- 
self just wide enough to permit of our 
walking Indian file. The air, hitherto cool 
and bracing, became damp and a cold, 
clammy dew settled on ourfaces. To the 
sides of the passage clung a pale, slimy, 
sn: .<é@-like substance which to the touch 
produced a shivery sense of abhorrence.

We sounded, and found the 
river very deep and cold, Passing along 
the banks the air became heavier still, and 
the lamp, which had been burning more 
feebly, went out altogether. Breathing 
became very difficult, owing to the absence 
of oxygen. In this dreadful place and in 
total darkness we were stumbling about 
trying to find the steps, by which to return, 
for hours, until, becoming quite weary, we 
sat down and fell into a torpid, heavy sleep. 
How long we remained in this state I do not 
know. 
“On awakening, with a great effort, we 
aroused ourselves, and finally hit on a pas- 
sage, which we followed. As we went the 
noise of the waters became less audible, 
and finally we lost the sound altogether. 
Still, there was no ray of light; nothing 
but thick darkness and a noisome, pestilen- 
tial air. 

“We groped about for hours from one 
passage to another amidst a silence deep 
and dreadful. The sound of our voices ap- 
peared unnaturally lond, and echoing 
through the vaults gave the impression 
that the place was haunted by countless 
demons who were mocking our distress. 

“Quite exhausted by exertion, anxiety 
and wantof food, we sank down in despair, 
giving ourselves up for lost. After atime, 
however, we determined to make another 
effort for life. We found that the lamp 
would now keep lighted. This gave us 
fresh hope and enabled us to see our way 
about. We made better progress atong 
the darksomé passage and soon were over-

A heuiational Sermon. 
Caicago, June 18.~A sensational 


sermon was preached here Sunday 
night by Rev. J. P. Burshinghain, 
pastor of the Ida-street Methodist 
Church. In speaking of the Cronin 
murder, he said: ‘‘ Here in America 
we seem to stand in a vortex of calam- 


ity. Floods in the East sweep thou- 
sands to their doom and fire in the 
far West wipes. out fortunes in an 
hour. But when they dragged the 
mutilated body of Dr. Cronin from 
the catch-basin and dressed him for 
burial, that coffin spoke more elo- 
quently, more sadly, than all the 
thousand dead in the hills of Penn- 
sylvania. Let the statement of the 
Coroner’s jury who sat in judgment 
on the death cf a citizen of America 
be written on your hearts. All these 
societies which have for their object 
purposes similar to that of the Clan- 
na-Gael are dangerous to our institu- 
tions. It has been stated in the pub- 
lic press that 75 per cent. of the police 
force of this city belong to the Clan- 
na-Gael. How does it come that 75 
per cent. of the police force are Irish- 
men, anyway ?” 

[At these words a man well in front 
of the church clapped his hands, and 
instantly a wave of applause rolled 
over the congregation. } 

The pastor stood, as if startled, a 
moment, and then continued: ‘ Last 
night I beard a policeman, wearing 
the badge of my country’s authority, 
charged with the duty of my people’s 
protection, | heard him say; ‘Dr.
